Archaeclegists to Send Expedition to 
Explore Graveyards in Now Mexico

LOB ANGELES, Cal., Feb. 10.—~Owing to 
the discovery of the remmuins of a race of 
giants in Guadatupe, N. M., antiquarians 
and archacologists are preparing an expedi- 
tion further te explore that region.
